It has 12 storage 
rooms, each with 30,000-bushel 
capacity, to accommodate more 
than 2 per cent of the state's total 
crop. 

I've mentioned previously how 
wonderfully this new ‘type of stor- 
age preserves some fruits in their 
fresh state-for much longer ‘periods 
than ever before accomplished. 

In the Pennsylvania plant, oxy- 
gen in the storage rooms is held at 
less than 5 per cent, carbon dioxide 
below 3 per cent and temperature 
at a constant 31 degrees Fahren- 
heit. 

Incidently, you don’t just open 
the door and walk into one of these 
CA storage rooms as you would 
into a refrigerator, Unless suffic- 
ient time is given for the air to get 
back to normal, you'd pass out for 
lack of oxygen.
